DEATH ON 
THE ROADS 


PART of the M40 was closed for most 
of Saturday morning after a crash near 
Banbury killed three dogs and seriously 
injured a woman. 

The accident happened on the 
northbound carriageway between Junctions 
11 and 12 at around 5.30am. A camper van 
containing 12 dogs and three people was 
struck by a lorry. 

A woman was taken to the John Radcliffe 
Hospital, Oxford, with serious injuries to her 
back and chest, while two other people 
were treated at the scene. 

Three dogs are thought to have died 
during the accident, which caused 
disruption on the road for most of the 
morning, and another was put down 
because of its injuries. 

All three lanes of the motorway were shut 
for most of the day while the debris was 
cleared. 

And the motorway had to be closed again 
on Monday - between Junctions 11 and 10

on Monday after a lorry jackknifed and went 
through the central reservation, shedding 14 
tonnes of paper rolls. 

Three lanes of the motorway were closed 
for most of the morning while recovery took 
place. 

Paramedics treated the driver and 
passenger at the scene but both escaped 
serious injuries. 

The accidents followed the death of a 72- 
year-old man, killed in a three-car crash at 
tea-time on Thursday on the A361 Bloxham 
Road in Broughton. 

The road victim has been named as Keith 
Anderson, from Deddington. 

He died when the Toyota Prius, in which 
he was a passenger, was involved in a 
collision with two other cars. 

A statement issued by his family said: 
"Keith was a true gentleman, a wonderful 
husband, loving father and an exceptional 


grandad. His loss has left his wife, Anne, and 
his family devastated. 

"He was a true delight to know and will be 
sadly missed by his friends from bowling, the 
rugby touchline, the local community and 
the many friends he has made throughout his 
life."

Activist is freed 
from detention

CHIPPING Norton resident and Greenpeace 
campaigner Phil Ball was released from a 
Russian prison on Monday. 

The father-of-three was granted bail and became 
the 29th detainee to be released from detention in 
St Petersburg. 

Mr Ball, who was been held in Russia for the 
past two months, was one of 28 activists and two 
journalists seized from their ship, the Arctic 
Sunrise, by armed coastguards after some of them 
tried to scale a Russian-owned offshore oil-drilling 
platform in the Barents Sea. 

He told reporters outside: "I just want to go 
home and meet the rest of the 30 and move on to 
the next stage." 

His 44-year-old brother, Steve, also from 
Chipping Norton, said: "It is absolutely brilliant. It 
means we will be able to talk to him on Skype and 
see how he is. I can't wait to hear from him. 

"But we have not seen any of the bail 
conditions. I would be amazed and delighted if 
they were allowed to come back to England. 

"They are still liable for five years' hard labour, 
or seven years in prison, and so it is not over until 
the fat lady sings." 

Charged with piracy and placed in a pre-trial 
detention centre in Murmansk, the charges against 
them were later reduced to hooliganism, which 
carries a potential seven-year jail sentence. 

A total of 29 of the "Arctic 30" have now been 
granted bail from their current detention centre in 
St Petersburg, with a £38,000 surety for each 
prisoner paid by Greenpeace. 

Australian Colin Russell remains behind bars in 
Russia for his part in the protest but Greenpeace 
said lawyers were lodging appeals against his 
continued detention.

HS2 moves 


A BILL paving the way for the 
controversial £50bn HS2 rail link 
had its first reading in Parliament on 
Monday. 

The Bill, effectively the planning 
application for the scheme, will give 
the Government the power to build 
and operate the link. 

But the project, which would skirt 
the north Oxfordshire villages of 
Mixbury and Linmere, has met 
opposition from residents, 
businesses and councils. 

Among them is Cherwell district 
and Oxfordshire county councils, 
which are part of the 51 m Alliance, 
a group set up by councils along 
the route to fight the scheme. 

The Bill is due to have its second 
reading in March and, if approved, 
work could start in 201 6/201 7 for 
the line to open in 2026. 

Oxfordshire campaigner, Bernie 
Douglas, chairman ofVillages of

Oxfordshire Opposing HS2, said: 
"On consultation of the 
environmental statement, there are 
36 working days to respond. We 
have something like 38,000 pages 
to go through. 

"I think it's just another case of 
the Government trying to avoid 
genuine scrutiny of the scheme." 

Secretary of State for Transport 
Patrick McLoughlin said it was the 
most "ambitious and important 
infrastructure project in the UK 
since we built the M25 30 years 
ago". 

He added: "The Bill will give us 
the powers we need to get the 
railway built and start delivering the 
extra room on our railways that this 
country so desperately needs. 

"It will also start the process of 
rebalancing the economy and 
bringing our great cities closer 
together."

Tragic father tells of 
danger on the roads

accidents. 

Mr Jefferies, from Twyford, said: 
"It tends to be the part of the talk 
which has the most impact 
because my part is the real story. 

"I Just felt I wanted to do 
something to save their families 
from going through what my 
family has gone through the over 
the last couple of years." 

He added: "All the services 
here do a fantastic Job and they 
did a fantastic Job for us as a 
family. 

"I wanted to put something 
back and Just show the children 


what can happen." 

Last year, two drivers aged 24 
or under were killed and 1 75 
injured on the county's roads. 

In the same year one passenger 
was killed and 51 injured in road 
traffic collisions involving a car 
driven by someone in that age 
group. 

Acting police sergeant Kelly 
Hobson, part of Thames Valley 
Police's road death investigation 
team, said the show needed to be 
hard hitting to get the message 
across. 

She said: "It needs to be a little 
hard hitting for them to appreciate 
how fragile life is and how 
dangerous cars and driving can 
be." 

Mandy Rigault, a road safety 


team leader in Oxfordshire 
County Council's Fire Service, 
said: "It is important to educate 
young adults about road safety 
and being behind the wheel at the 
time when they are reaching the 
age when they can drive. 

"Our event delivers important 
messages directly from people 
who have been involved in, and 
affected by, road accidents. I am 
sure that it will contribute to 
making Oxfordshire's roads safer." 

Mick Clarke, the fire service 
road safety manager, added: "The 
Safe Drive Stay Alive production is 
an excellent tool to help educate 
young people about the potential 
dangers of not paying attention to 
important road safety messages."

A WHEELCHAIR-bound 
pensioner from Banbury died 
when the car he was travelling 
in broke down on a level 
crossing and was struck by a 
freight train. 

A coroner was told of the 
"nightmare" death of 85-year-old 
Thomas Pizzey in Sandy Lane, 
Yarnton, on January 3. 

He was in the back of a Renault 
Kangoo being driven by civil partner 
Malcolm Kimberley, 78, when the 
engine cut out on the crossing. 

Mr Kimberley - who suffered 
serious injuries in the accident- 
tried to restart the car but it was too 
late and the impact of the train 
hitting the vehicle threw Mr Pizzey 
out of his wheelchair and the car 
and on to the tracks. 

The car fault could not be 
established but the injuries to Mr 
Pizzey - of Harrowby Road - may 
have been less severe if his 
wheelchair had been more securely 
fastened, the coroner said. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Constable Nicola Wood said: "As 
the driver accelerated to come 
across the crossing, the car stalled 
and the engine stopped." 

She told deputy coroner Alison 
Thompson at County Hall, Oxford, 
on Wednesday of last week: "He 
tried to start the car a number of 
times but with no success." 

Stephen McDermott and partner 
Louise Poulter, stopped nearby in 
their car and rushed to a 
"panicking" Mr Kimblerley who was 
"still trying to start the car right up 
to the time of impact" at 3.37pm. 

DC Wood said the driver of the 
train, which was travelling from 
Manchester to Southampton, braked 
and sounded its horn on approach. 

She said Mr Kimberley had 
previously reported to a garage that 
the car had once failed to start but it 
passed a March, 2012, MoT. 

Network Rail section supervisor 
Jon Waddy said the level crossing 
barrier - covering half the entrance

- was automated by track circuits. It 
is programmed to give a minimum 
of 27 seconds from the barrier 
falling to the train passing. Mr 
Waddy said in this case the time 
lapse was 45 seconds. 

The crossing "worked absolutely 
correctly", Mr Waddy said, adding: 
"If somebody had picked up the 
phone immediately and said 'stop' it 
may well have been still too late." 

Thames Valley Police vehicle 
examiner Philip Balderstone said the 
extent of damage to the car meant 
tests were inconclusive, but the 
"most probable" reason was a 
failure of its engine management 
system. 

Mr Pizzey was wearing a seatbelt 
and the wheelchair winch 
mechanism was attached, but two 
other tether points were not, he 
said, creating "a lot of available 
movement". 

The coroner said it was a 
"nightmare scenario", adding: "The 
horror of being there and not being 
able to start the car does not bear 
thinking about." 


After hearing from pathologist Eve 
Fryer, she said Mr Pizzey, who had 
severe mobility issues, probably 
died as a result of striking the 
ground when thrown from the car. 

Recording a verdict of accidental 
death, she said: "Had the 
wheelchair been tethered properly it 
is more likely he would have 
remained in the vehicle and he 
would have suffered less severe 
injuries." 

She also concluded there "was a 
problem with the engine 
management system" but added: 
"We can't take it further than that." 

A spokesman for the victim's 
family said they felt "very sorry" for 
the train driver and they "in no way 
held him responsible". 

• On November 12, a woman in 
her 40s from Banbury, had to be cut 
from her black Volkswagen Golf 
after it was struck by a train 
travelling from Bournemouth to 
Manchester, and was taken to 
hospital with non-life threatening 
injuries. 

She was detained under the 
Mental Health Act and remains at 
Warneford Hospital, Oxford. 
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■ Council hands out £1.2m contract to help ease hospitals crisis

Move to beat 
the beds jam 


A £1.2m contract has been 
awarded by social care 
bosses to try to tackle 
Oxfordshire's bed-blocking 
crisis. 

Oxfordshire County Council is 
rolling out a pilot project which 
will provide home care through a 
county firm. 

The year-long scheme will 
provide short-term care for OAPs 
while more long-term care 
packages are arranged by the 
council. 

The council hopes the move 
will tackle bed-blocking, where 
hospital patients are not 
discharged despite being well 
enough to leave. 

The delays - often caused by a 
lack of hospital assessment of 
patients or delays in social care - 
lead to the "blocking" of vital 
beds. 

Latest NHS figures - based on 
a snapshot survey - found 166 
Oxfordshire patients were in a 
hospital bed when they were well 
enough to go home.

The county's figures were the 
highest in England, though 
different counties have different¬ 
sized hospital authorities. 

The council hopes the contract 

- given to DANA Care Ltd, which 
has offices in Witney and Oxford 

- will support 28 to 36 people a 
week. 

The NHS and social services 
have long battled to tackle the 
county's bed-blocking problem 
amid an ageing population with 
multiple health problems. 

In September, it was reported 
that the council admitted it had 
"failed" over a scheme in April 
that sent hospital patients home 
to wait for social services 
assessments. 

That month the Government 
handed the NHS and council 
£10.2m to tackle winter pressures 
that worsen bed-blocking, 
including more hospital and 
community beds and extra nurses 
and social workers. 


DANA managing director John 
Maloney said the contract would 
see it take on 30 care workers. 
The firm was chosen after a 
tendering process. 

He said: "It will enable six or 
seven people a week to come out 
of hospital who would otherwise 
have had to stay. 

"This is specifically aimed at 
getting people out of hospital. 
Winter is coming up and they are 
going to need those beds." 

A county council spokesman 
said: "This service was previously 
piloted in Oxfordshire and it aims 
to help a person maximise their 
independence when at home 
before receiving more permanent 
support." 

Age UK Oxfordshire chief 
executive Paul Cann said: 
"Oxfordshire is badly in need of 
solutions to break through this 
continuing problem. 

"Together with a strengthening 
of community health services, 
these are the kind of services that 
older people need and will 
welcome." 


Cameron 
counters 
jibe in 
Commons 

OXFORDSHIRE MP and 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron faced questions 
about his support for 
children's centres in 
Oxfordshire in the House of 
Commons last week. 

Labour leader Ed 
Miliband's first question to 
Mr Cameron at Prime 
Minister's Question Time was 
about his "campaign" to 
save Chipping Norton 
children's centre. 

Mr Miliband said: "Things 
are so bad he has even 
signed a petition to save his 
local children's centre. 

"We all wish him luck in 
his fight as a local MP. 

"Imagine what he could 
do if he was Prime Minister 
of the country." 

But Mr Cameron claimed 
only one per cent of 
children's centres had closed 
nationally and said his 
Government was giving 
councils more money to pay 
for them. 

In Oxfordshire, concerns 
have been raised that 37 of 
the county's 44 children's 
centres could close as part 
of plans to save £61 m.

IF the words "chimney sweep" 
conjure up cheesy images of Dick 
Van Dyke tap-dancing his way 
through Mary Poppins , think again. 

Soaring energy prices mean more 
people are switching to wood-burning 
stoves to save cash. 

And that has boosted demand for 
sweeps, especially in rural places like 
Oxfordshire. 

Father-of-two Nick Menage hopes to 
cash in on the trend with his new 
venture. 

The 52-year-old, who lives in Bloxham, 
recently splashed out £15,000 on buying 
a franchise with Wilkins Chimney 
Sweep. 

Mr Menage already has plenty of 
business experience, as he and wife 
Gillian owned and ran Reflex Health 
Club in Banbury for 27 years. 

After they sold it two years ago, he 
retrained and began teaching maths - 
but found it wasn't for him. 

He longed to be his own boss again 
but chose the franchise route this time 
around. 

He said: "I didn't want to spend years 
setting something up from scratch. 

"Franchising allows you to step into a

proven model and skip a couple of 
years. 

"I used to employ ten people but 
wanted something that just involved a bit 
of kit and a van." 

Under the deal, Wilkins takes ten per 
cent of Mr Menage's turnover but in 


return, he's given help with marketing, 
accounts and administration. 

He has also been fully trained in 
chimney sweeping. 

According to the British Franchise 
Association, franchises are worth 
£13.4bn to the UK economy and the 
sector's grown by 20 per cent in the past 
five years. 

There are almost 1,000 brands that 


offer franchise opportunities, ranging 
from web design, children's dance or 
music classes, recruitment and dog 
boarding to care, catering and 
hospitality. 

Buying in costs anything from £5,000 
to £500,000, depending on how well- 
know the brand is and, therefore, how 
much earning potential it offers. 

Subway is the UK's largest franchise 
and other big brands include 
McDonald's, Clarks shoes and Thorntons. 

Mr Menage added: "I looked at lots of 
franchises before I decided on this one. 

"The smaller ones tend to be oven 
cleaning or maintenance things that 
people can do themselves. 

"But what they can't do is clean their 
own chimney. 

"When they see a brand, people feel 
comfortable that they are going to get a 
proper sweep. 

"We are smartly dressed, do a good job 
and clean up afterwards. 

"If I had decided to do this by myself, it 
would have taken a long time to learn 
the trade and build the brand. Although I 
wouldn't have to pay ten per cent, I 
would have spent a lot of time making 
mistakes."

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Musical version of 
a children's classic 


Giles Woodforde chats to the director 
of Creation's new Christmas show 


AT the moment, there are many 
events taking place to mark the 
50th anniversary of the death of 
one of Oxfordshire's most 
famous authors - C. S. Lewis. 

Lewis wrote a large number of 
books, both scholarly and designed 
for general readers. 

But they pale into insignificance 
when compared with his Chronicles 
of Narnia series, which began with 
The Lion, the Witch and the 
Wardrobe in 1950 — Narnia sales 
now top 100 million copies in 47 
languages. 

And a brand new adaptation of 
this children's classic is taking 
shape, ready to be staged at the 
North Wall Arts Centre, 

Summertown, Oxford, between 
December 6 and January 4. 

Rehearsals are already under way 
at Cowley Road Methodist Church. 

Director Charlotte Conquest said: 
"This is the beginning of the story, 
where four children are being sent 
from London to Suffolk as evacuees. 

"It's a scary time for them, but 
also full of adventure and hope, as 


they leave the horrors of wartime 
London behind. 

"They'll be playing a game of 
hide and seek, and they'll be drawn 
towards a wardrobe, standing in a 
corner. 'Shall we hide in there?' they 
wonder. Then something in their 
subconscious will draw them 
inside." 

Charlotte is directing The Lion, 
the Witch, and the Wardrobe for 
Creation Theatre. 

It's their Christmas show this year. 
"It's an interesting new departure for 
Creation," she said. 

"We've certainly used a new 
adaptation before, but this time we 
have got a lot of music in the show. 

"The music furthers the story all 
the time, so in some senses you 
could say it's a musical. 

"All our cast are trained singers as 
well as being actors, so we're 
working with quite a new animal. 


That's been a lot of fun already. But 
of course we'll still have our usual 
magical storytelling as well." 

Charlotte first encountered C. S. 
Lewis's classic tale of the four 
evacuee children who are 
transported to a mythical Narnia 
when she was eight or nine. 

She said: "I really identified with 
the character of Lucy, because she 
has the heart and soul that runs 
through the story. I found myself 
looking at wardrobes differently, and 
thinking: 'I would love to step in 
there, go to a magical world, and 
find out more about myself'. 

"That's something that happens to 
all four children. Also, it's wonderful 
to be carried away, out of the 
classroom, when you're that age!"

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Combatants pumped up 
for muscular sci-fi sequel 


THE HUNGER GAMES: CATCHING 
FIRE (12A, 146 mins) Action/Sci-

B uilding on the robust 
foundations of last year's 
opening salvo, Catching Fire is 
a lean and muscular sequel, which 
strikes a pleasing balance between 
brawn and brains. 

The final hour of Francis 
Lawrence's film might be devoted to 
the 75th annual Hunger Games, a 
televised battle royale pitting 
combatants against one another in a 
booby-trapped arena. 

Yet the director and scriptwriters, 
Michael Arndt and Simon Beaufoy, 
aren't in a hurry to bludgeon us 
with bloodshed and savagery. 

They invest precious time in 
developing sinewy emotional bonds 
between characters and light the 
fuse on civil unrest that will 
explode in the concluding chapter, 
Mockingjay, which has been split 
into two films, a la Harry Potter and 
Twilight. Unlike its predecessor, the 
second instalment didn't require UK 
censor cuts to its on-screen 
violence to secure an 12A 
certificate. 

Yet Catching Fire is every bit as 
unrelentingly grim and brutal, 
including a wince-inducing scene 
of flagellation at the hands of a 
sadistic commander (Patrick St 
Esprit) and a moment of 
heartbreaking self-sacrifice. 

The film opens with resilient 


heroine Katniss Everdeen (Jennifer 
Lawrence) back in District 12, 
hunting alongside her beau, Gale 
Hawthorne (Liam Hemsworth). 

They steal a kiss in secret before 
Katniss returns to the Victors' 1 
Village to continue her fake 
romance with Peeta Mel lark (Josh 
Hutcherson) for the cameras. 
President Snow (Donald Sutherland) 
is waiting for her. 

"I think we'll make this whole 
situation a lot simpler by agreeing 
not to lie to each other," growls 
Snow, who threatens Gale's life if 
Katniss steps out of line. 

Flanked by booze-sodden mentor 
Haymitch Abernathy (Woody 
Harrelson) and sartorially daring 
escort Effie Trinket (Elizabeth 
Banks), Katniss and Peeta tour the 
districts, scenting rebellion in the 
air. 

Meanwhile, Snow recruits a new 
Games creator, Plutarch 
Heavensbee (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman), to stage a special 
anniversary tournament known as 
the Quarter Quell, which will pit 
the darlings of District 12 against 
former winners in the ultimate duel 
of death. 

In the arena, Katniss and Peeta 
risk everything once again to keep 
each other alive, forging alliances 
with cocksure Finnick Odair (Sam 
Claflin) and his elderly mentor 
Mags (Lynn Cohen), quixotic duo 
Beetee (Jeffrey Wright) and Wiress 
(Amanda Plummer) and rabble- 
rousing loose cannon, Johanna 
Mason Gena Malone). 

Running six minutes longer that 
the first film, The Hunger Games: 
Catching Fire whets the appetite 
nicely for a devastating final stand. 
The script turns up the heat on the 
central love triangle to a brisk 
simmer, while Lawrence and

MY first 50 miles at the wheel of 
Renault's fourth-generation Clio 
had a positively Harry Potter quali¬ 
ty about them. 

When I set off, the five-door 
hatchback assured me I could travel 
605 miles before I needed to fill up. 
Fifty miles later that figure had 
spookily risen to 667 miles. 

I like to think I am a reasonably 
economical driver, but this was verg¬ 
ing on the ridiculous. It came almost 
as a relief when the distance-to- 
empty read-out eventually began to 
fall. 

Economy is clearly a huge focus 
for modern hatchbacks, but the 
slimmed-down, fourth-generation 
Clio manages this with a stylish 
smile on its face. 

The first Renault styled by the 
firm's new design chief Laurens Van 
Den Acker is sleek and curvaceous 
with the low, sporty profile of a 
coupe, and a million miles from 
those chubbier predecessors that are 
now so beloved of first-time drivers. 

The new Clio is wider, longer and 
lower with an extended wheelbase, 
yet is, on average, about 100kg 
lighter than the previous model. 

The stylish exterior cloaks a mas¬ 
sively improved upmarket interior, 
which is packed with high quality, 
tactile materials and exudes a prop¬ 
erly premium feel.

The upgraded looks are matched 
by a step up in ride and handling, as 
the Clio, which is built in plants in 
France and Turkey, has more respon¬ 
sive steering and a rigid chassis. 

They combine to improve agility 
at low speed and deliver greater pre¬ 
cision and straight-line stability, 
while also giving a sharper response 
when cornering. 

The Clio packs in plenty of stan¬ 
dard equipment, with all models fit¬ 
ted with front, side and curtain 
airbags, electric front windows and 
door mirrors, Bluetooth radio with 
USB port and jack socket, electronic 
stability control, traction control, a 
folding front passenger seat, hill start 
assist and both keyless entry and 
ignition. 

Move up to the test model, the 
Dynamique MediaNav grade, which 
is expected to be the best-seller in 
the UK, and the key feature is the

has announced a new lower-priced 
version of its long-running Seven 
model.
